Mr. Enrror:—As there seems to be a 
strong feeling among our patriotic citi- 
zens in favor of a memorial of our heroic 
brothers who fell in the late struggle for 


hus 


constitutional liberty, with your kind in-; 


dulgence I will venture to make a sug- 
It seems desirable that not only 
the names of the fallen brave should be 
perpetuated, but that their names, coup- 
led with the place where they yielded 
their lives, should be handed down to 
posterity. A monument to be placed in 
our Cemetery (such an one as is now un- 
der advisement by a committee) would 
not be sufticient for such a purpose, on ac- 
count of the large space which so much 
writing would require. In some towns 
Memorial Buildings have been erected, 
but with us that need not be done as we 
have ample hall accommodations. The 
plan I would propose is, that marble 
tablets be prepared with the name and 
regiment of each soldier from Woburn, 
who died in the service of his country, to- 


leether with the name of the battlefield, 


prison pen, or hospite' where he gave up 
his life. These table. should be placed 
on the walls of the Lyceum Hall, there to 
remain as a perpetual memento of the 
patriotic valor of the men whose names 
they bear.

Mr. Eptror,—In my last letter to you 
from California, I wrote, “that I expected 
to go to Oregon, and might give you an 
account of my journeyings,” but having 
concluded not to go there, but remain in 
San Francisco, perhaps some sketches 
of the city and vicinity, its scenery, cli- 
mate and customs, may be agreeable to 
yourself and readers. 

A stranger from the Eastern states, 
on arriving there, is struck with the pe- 
culiar aspect of the country. On all 
sides rise up the foot hills and mountains 
of the “Coast range,” very different from 
those here. They are mostly of a red- 
dishor yellow color, are sharper and 
more uniform, and have scored sides. 
The whole country, on every hand shows 
the marks of volcanic action. In the 
city itself, are threo sharp eminences, viz: Russia, 
Telegraph and Rincon hills. These hills are 
quite high, and very steep, but houses are built 
on the sides and tops, in locations on which it 
would be considered here an impossibility to place 
astructure. Between the city andthe ocean, a

sand hills, some of them quite high, on which,

} With individual need, cannot be determin- 
}ed beforehand by general regulations. 
} The term “recreation” is itself a sug- 
restive one, That amusement, entertain- 
| ment, or pursuit—always supposing it to 
be in-unison with thedaweof satovedlits 
which most surely and most speedily re-| 
| fits the jaded pows rs, regtore them to 
| their normal balance, amt supplies the 
waste of life which its business has oc- 
casioned—that, in the proper sense of the 
word, is recreation, It must exert a res- 
| torative influence, or it fails in its main 
end. It must te to re} he ravages 
ol labor, or it ¢ to deserve lis 
name. Recreation is not any mean 
synonymous with self-indulgence, though 
} many people use it as ifit were. On the 
contrary, 1 some times involves no littl 
self-restraint, and puts the “ruling pas- 
sion” under severe discipline. For the 
} most part, however, it is attractive to the 


natural inclinations of men, 


and the tasks

equal, the more pleasnre we find in recre-

} ‘Lhe mistakes which men fell into with 
aI regard to recreation are very curious

met with persons who appear to regard 
fitin alight very analogous to that in 
which Oriental devotees, whether Chris- 
tian, Mahometan of Pagan, are in the 
habit of regarding the animal nature of 
mnan—as a sort of reproach to his higher 
| idowments They idinit indeed, Its 
neceanite. but the y connect it, without, as 
jfur as we know, the slightest show otf 
reason for so doing, with his fallen con- 
dition. In their minds, it is always as 
sociated, more or less, with moral de- 
jpravity. They cannot conceive of its 
jhaving any affinity with religion. To 
} put the heart into it is, in their view, 
flagrant proof of an indevout spirit. It 
| they tolerate it, they do so with repug- 
hence, as something humilinting—as an 
jintirmity to be borne, rather than as 
a blessing to be thankful of Now, we 
;need hardly say that the wisdom which 
is wiser thun God is never very reliable. 
We might certainly have be en differently 
constituted, had the Creator so seen fit 
but since he has not so seen fit, we had 
better accept our constitution with all its 
| needs as his handiwork, and find in it an 
jillustration of his beneticenc That

An ac- 
count of his burnings would make a 
number of good-sized volumes, He used 
sometimes to say to the Captains, whose 
vessels he destroyed, and whose chro- 
nometers he retained, “This is unpleas- 
ant business, but a necessity is upon me to 
do it,” and so, with a low bow and civil 
speech, he sought to play the gentleman} 
while applying the torch to peaceful 
merchant When his ship, the 
Alabama, was sunk off Cherbourg, by the! 
Kearsarge, Capt. Winslow, Semmes was 
saved by an English yacht, and disap-| 
pointed. in not getting another vessel, 
he veturned to the South, and was in 
command of a brigade of artillery in the 
army of Gen. Johnson, when the latter 
surrendered to General Sherman.

HORSE RAIL ROAD. 


Mr. Eprror:—A project in which the citizens 
of our town should feel great interest having 
been recently brought up for consideration at 
a public meeting, which many undoubtedly were 
prevented from attending by the bad state of the 
roads, with your permission I propose to occupy 
a short space in the columns of the Journal in an 
ex pre { the views of its supporters. I re- 
fer to the proposition to build a Horse Rail Road 
from the center village to North Woburn. And, 

Is it needed? In answer to this, so far as 
sonveniences for conveying passengers is con- 
cerned, it would need but one trip in the coach 
which now runs over the route, to satisfy the 
most skeptical. Very frequently on entering the 
the coach one bas the choice of evils, to stand up, 
sit in the lap of some one who has secured a seat, 
or hold some one else. The coach is run to but a 
portion of the trains, thus ine nveniencing those 
who are compelled to go to Boston early or come 
out later than the 5 1-4, P. M., train. But there 
is another view in which a still greater need is 
shown to exist. In the north village and upon 
the line proposed, merchandise, or freight, is 
used to the amount of thousands of tons 
per annum, which is now hauled by teams from 
the rail road, and from Boston. By building s 
road of the same guage as the steam rail road, 
the merchandise cars can be drawn to the very 
doors of the merchants, manufacturers, &c., and 
thus one hauling and much time be saved. Sec- 
ondly,—W bat will such a road as bas been de- 
scribed, cost? It was demonstrated at the meet- 
ing held to consider the subjeet, that it could be 
[set to running for a sum not exceeding $25,000. 
| Lastly,—-Will it pay? A little calculation based 
upon the data given, will satisfactorily arswer 
| this question, and in addition it may be safely 
said that if every owner of real estate upon the 
route will become a stockholder, he will find that 
added convenience, and the rise of his prop- 
jerty which will surely follow its opening, have 
paid him a dividend far exceeding his most san- 
guine hopes. In conclusion, let me call upon all 
who have the means, to signify their approval of 
this enterprise, by pledging themselves to take 
the really trifling amount of stock which is need- 
jed, and the road will be built. It is in the

The wealth of London is_ prodigious, 
making it the banking house of the 
world. While some habitations are ele- 


gant, spacious, and adorned with the 
most costly paintings and superb furni- 
ture, others are of the meanest aspect and 
most narrow size, with hardly any house- 
keeping conveniences. No doubt that 
familiarity with poverty and beggary to 
Londoners, renders them less susceptible 
of impression, but we cannot conceive of 
any Christian or humane heart, as en- 
tirely unaffected by a sight of the poor 
and suffering. The cares of business 
necessarily occupy much time and atten- 
tion; and the pursuit of pleasure diverts 
the mind from the consideration of sur- 
rounding miseries; but the inhabitants 
of the metropolis of England must every 
day have brought to their attention spec- 
imens of squalid poverty, and they must 
sumetimes be compelled to meditate upon 
the condition of such in their famous city. 
To give a small alms daily toa few of 
the most clamorous poor, may seem to 
some the full measure of their responsi- 
bility; but to others the deep and wide 
spread poverty, so deeply seated to 
have hitherto defied all efforts to extir- 
pate it, and progressing from generation 
to generation, the necessity must have 
been suggested of some system that shall 
in some measure strike at the root of the 
difficulty, and by the wisdom and efli- 
ciency of its operation, make a palpable 
inroad upon human misery, and rais 
some to more respectable life, while it 
diffused a healthy glow over the damp 
and cold atmosphere of indigence. 

Such seems to have been the intent 
of Mr. Peabody in his plan for ameliorat- 
ing the condition of the poor in London, 
so that wisely and well, in a most icti-

But there is anether thought which is 
worthy of consideration, In the case 
every trader who gives credit, somebody 
must pay the interest; and this some- 
body must be the buyer. The interest 
which is lost must be made up in the} 
increased price, to say nothing of losses 
from “bad debts.” The man who trades} 
on the eash principle can afford to sell at} 
& more reasonable rate than he who gives 
credit. His money is turned quiek, and 
his interest account is small, and few bad } 
debts are charged to “Profit and Loss.

EARLY DAYS OF THE REPUB- 
LIC.—The following sketch of the pag- 
}eantry attending the observances in the 
| city of New York on the occasion of the 
}adoption of the Federal Constitution in 
| 1789, is taken from the proof sheet of the 

lite and writings of the Iate Wim. L. 
Stone, now in press, 

“The news of the adoption of the fed- 
cral Constitution was received in New 
| York city with unbounded delight; the 
clubs celebrated the event with dinners 
ind great festivities, and the citizens gave 
|themsives up to the most unequivocal 
‘evidences of gratification. But private 
manifestations of the public feeling were

held unworthy of the oceasion; and no |! 


time was lost in concerting the necessary 
measures for the public commemoration 
of the event, upon the most extensive 
and splendid seale that the public means 
would allow. Nor has the pageantry of 


any American celebration since that day | 


not even excepting the Atlantic cable 
eclebration of 185%—excelled it in the ar- 
dor of its enthusiasm or in the splendor 
of its effect. In discribing the procession 
on this oecasion, in a sketch entitled 
Setting the Wheels in motion, Mr. Stone 
| Says. : 

| After a brilliant millitary escort came 
Captain More, in the character and = an- 
| cient costume of Christopher Columbus, 
| preceded and followed by a band of for- 
esters with axes, suitably appareled. The 
next division consisted of a large number 
lof farmers, among whom were Nicholas 
Cruger, driving  six-ox team, and the 
venerable John Watts holding a plough. 
All the implements of husbandry and 
gardening were borne in to procession, 
and the Baron Poelnitz attended a thresh- 
ing machine. Their horses were hand- 
somely caparisoned, and led by boys in 
white uniforms. The tailors made a 
very brilliant display of numbers, uni- 
forins, and decorations of various deserip- 
tions. In the procession of the bakers 
were boys in beautiful dresses, represent- 
ing the several States, with roses in 
|their hands. There were likewise an 
lequal number of journeymen in appro- 
priate uniforms, with the implements of 
their calling; and a loaf of bread was 
borne in the procession ten feet long and 
three wide, on which were inscribed the 


}names of the different States. The dis- 


play of the brewers was happily conceiv- 
ed and appropriate. In addition to their 
banners fluttering gaily in the air, they 
pavaded with cars with hogsheads and 
tuns, decorated with festoons of hopvines, 
intertwined with handfuls of barley. 
Seated on the top of a tun was a living 


Bacchus—a beautiful boy of eight years 
old, dressed in flesh-colored silk, fitted 
snugly to the limbs, and thus disclosing 
all the fine symmetrical proportions of 
his bedy. In his hand he held a. silver 
goblet with which he quatfed the nut 
brown, and on his head was a garland ot 
hops and barley ears. The coopers ap- 
peared in great numbers, their emblem ot 
the States was 13 boys; each 13 years ot 
age, dressed in white, with ereen ribbons 
at their ankles,a keg under their left 
arms, and a bough of white oak in their 
right hands. Upon an immensely larg: 
car, drawn by horses appropriately ad 

orned, the coopers were at work. They 
had a broken cask, representing the Old 
Confederacy, the staves of which all thei: 
skill could not keep together. In des 

pair atthe repeated nullitication which 
their cask experienced, they all at once 
betook themselves to the consti ction ol 
an entirely new picee of work. Thei 

success was Complete, and a fine, tight, 
iron-bound keg arose from their hand, 
bearing the name of The New Constitu- 
tion, ‘Lhe procession of butchers was 
long, and their appearance highly res 

pectable. Upon the can in their proces- 
sion was a roasted ox of a thousand 
pounds, which was given as a sweet mor- 
sel to the hungry multitude at the close 
ofthe day. The car of the sons of St. 
Crispin was drawn by four milk white 
steeds beautifully caparisoned. The tan- 
ners, curriers, & perukemakers followed, 
each with various banners and signilicant 
emblems. ‘The furriers, from the novelty 
of their display, attracted great attention 
It was truly picturesque. Their mar- 
shal was followed by an Indian, in his 
native costume and armor, as though 
coming wild from the wilderness, laden 
with raw furs for the market. A pro- 
cession of journeyman furriers followed, 
each bearing some dressed or manufue- 
tured article. These were succeeded by 
a horse, bearing two packs of furs and a 
huge bear sitting upon each. The horse 
wus led by an Indian ina beaver blanket, 
and black plumes waving upon his head. 
In the rear came one of their pring ipal 
men, dressed in a superb scurlet blanket, 
wearing an elegant cap and plumes, and 
smoking a tomahawk pipe After these, 
in order, marehed the stone-masons, 
brick-layers, painters and pl 
eabinet and chair-makers, musical instru 


isterers, 


ment makers, andthe upholsterers. The 
decorations of the societies vied with 
each other in taste and variet but that 


of the upholsterers exes ed The federal 
chair of state was borne upon a ear su 
perbly carpeted, and above which w " 
rich canopy, nineteen feet high, overlaid 


with deep blue satin, Bune with flestoons 
and fringes, and glittering in the sun as 
with “barbarie pe irl and gold.” It was 
sufliciently gorgeous to have filled the 
eye of a Persian emperor, in the height 
of oriental splendor and magnificence. 
Twelve subdivisions of various trades 
succeeded in the prescribed order, alter 
which came the most imposing part of 
the | ivgeunt, 


This was the federal ship ILAMILTON, 
a perfectly construeted frigate of thirty- 
two guns, twenty-seven feet keel, and ten 
feet beam, with galleries and everything 
complete andin proportion, both hull 
‘and rigging. She was manned by thirty 
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senmen and marines, with officers, all in 
uniform, and commanded by that distin- 


guished Revolutionary veferan, Commo. | 


dore Niecheslson. The ship was drawn 
by ten horses; and in the progress of the 
procession went through every prepara- 
tion and movement for storms, calms, 
and squalls, and for the sudden shifting 
of winds. In passing Liberty street, 
she made signal for a pilot, and a boat 
came off and put one on board. On ar- 
riving before Constable's house* Mrs. 
Edgar came to the window, and presented 
the ship with a suit of rich silk colors; 
the yards were instantly manned, and 
the sailors gave three hearty cheers. 
When passing Old Slip a Spanish govern- 
ment ship gave her a salute of thirteen 
guns, which was returned by the Hamil- 
ton with as much promptness as though 
she had actually been a ship-of-war 
upon the wide ocean. 

Next after the ships came the pilots 
and the Marine Society. To these sue- 
ceeded the printers, book-binders and 
stationers, led by those veterans of the

Physicians, strangers and gentlemen who 
were members of Congress, then in ses- 
sion in New York, closed the civic pro- 
cession; and the whole was brought up

The procession contained nearly five 
thousand people; and the spectacle was 
more solemn and imposing, and more 
truly splendid, than had ever before been 
presented to the eye of man on_ the 
American continent. It was, indeed, a 
pageant of indescribable interest, and to 
most of double attraction; the occasion 
being one in which the deepest sympa- 
thies were enlisted, and it being also the 
the first display of pomp and cireum- 
stance which they had ever witnessed. 
the whole population of the city had 
given themselves up to the enjoym« nt ot 
the oecasion, and gladness, in all its fall- 
ness, was ce picted Inevery countenance, 
While a noble enthusiasm swelled every 
bosom. The bond of Union was com- 
plete, and every man felt as though his 
country had been rescued, in the last 
hour, trom the most imminent peril. 

When the procession reached the coun- 
try seat of Nicholas Bayard, a noble 
banquet was found already spread for 
the whole assemblage, beneath a grand 
pavilion temple, covering a surface of 
eight by six hundred feet, with plates for 
ix thousand people. ‘This splendid) ru 
ral structure had been ereeted in the 


short space of four days. The two prin 
cipal sides of the building consisted of 
three large pavili ms, connected bv a 
colonnade of one hundred and titty feet 
front, and fh 
tuse angle; the middle pavilion rising 


rming two sides of an ob 


majestically above the whole, terminating 
with a dome, on the top of whieh was 
Fame and her trumpet, proclaiming a 
new era, and holding in ber left hand the 
standard of the United States, and a roll 
of parchment on which was inscribed, in 
large characters, the three remarkable 
epochs of the war of the Revolution 
the DECLARATION OF INDEPENDENCE, 
rue ALLIANCE WITH FRANCE and the 
PEACE OF 1783. At her side was the 
American eagle, with extended wings, 
resting on a crown of laurel, gracing the 
top ol the | edestal, 


Over six of the principal pillars of this 
colonnade escutcheons were placed, in- 
scribed with the ciphers of the several 
powers in alliance with the United States, 
viz.. France, Spain, Sweden, Prussia, 
Holland, Moroeco; and over these were 
displayed the colors of these respective 
nations, Which added greatly to the bril 
liancy of the entablature, already deco 
rated with festoons and branches of lau- 
rels. The extremities of this angle were 
joined by a table forming part of a circle 
and from this ten more colonades wert 
extended, each four hundred and fifty feet 
in length, radiating like rays of a cirele; 
the whole having one common centre, 
which was also the centre of the middle 
pavilion, where sat the Pr 


sident of Con 

ress At the extremity of each colon 
le was a pavilion, nearly r to 
the three before mentioned, havi their 
outsides terminated in a pediment crown 


ed with escutcheons, on which were in 
seribed the names of the States now unit- 


ed. The whole of the colonnades were 
adorned with curtains elegantly folded, 
with wreaths and festoons of laure Is dis 
persed with beautiful and tast ful effect.

WONDERFUL OPTICAL DELUSION.— 
Professor Pepper’s new optical Jectures 
at the London Polytechnic Institution 
are well calenlated to puzzle the curious 
and create alarge amount of wonderment. 
The lectures are entitled “Half Hours 
with Sir David Brewster.” At each lec- 
ture the professor introduces some of the 
discoveries of that distingnished philoso- 
pher, including that known as the “ka- 
leidoscope.” An interesting history of 
the latter invention is given, and its real- 
ly beautiful efleets shown. 

jut the most surprising and wonder- 
creating featares of Professor Pepper's 
new lectures are what he has named the 
“Modern Delphic Oracle” and “The Fairy

ple is disclosed. Drapery in the back- 
ground is pushed one side, and a figure, 
classically costumed, and reading intent- 
ly a seroll which he holds in one hand, 
advances.

Ite proceeds to do 
so at once, and, arter-seme formalities, 
he calls upon Socrates. Slowly the cur- 
tain, through which the Athenian before 
appeared, is drawn aside, and a head, ap- 
parently floating in the air, is disclosed.
